Artiole  IV.  Seotion  IV  and  V.  desoribe  the  new  types  of  membership 
and  their  part  in  the  association. 

Article  IV.  Seotion  VI.  describes  Honorary  Membership  and  restores 
their  right  to  vote  in  the  affairs  of  the  association. 

Artiole  IX.  clarifies  the  office  of  Treasurer. 

Artiole  XIV.  ohanges  the  requirements  for  a meeting  quorum. 

By-Laws 

Article  II.  increases  the  dues  of  Regular  Members  to  $4.00  and 
eliminates  new  members  being  admitted  to  membership  after  January 
1st  of  any  year  for  $1.00  without  the  presidential  medal* 

Article  IV.  increases  the  number  of  votes  required  for  admission 
to  membership  in  the  association  to  90$.  It  also  requires  all 
applicants  for  Regular  Membership  attend  three  meetings  before 
making  application  for  membership.  This  is  required  of  Junior 
Members  also. 

Article  VI.  Section  II.  requires  the  secretary  to  notify  the 
successful  applicants  for  membership  in  writing. 

There  were  also  changes  in  the  Constitution  - Artiole  IV. 

Section  III.;  Artiole  V.;  Article  VI. 

All  members  on  our  reoord  books  at  the  close  of  the  Maroh  6,  1956 
meeting  are  considered  Regular  or  Honorary  Members.  Future  applicants 
will  be  admitted  under  Article  IV.  Section  I.  of  the  Constitution.

CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 


Article  I.  This  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  Rochester 
Numismatic  Association,  branoh  of  the  Amerioan  Numismatic  Associa- 
tion, and  Numismatic  Section  of  the  Rochester  Museum  of  Arts  and 
Soienoes. 

Article  II.  The  object  of  this  association  shall  be  to  foster 
the  pursuit  of  numismatics  as  a science;  to  cultivate  fraternal 
relations  among  collectors  and  students;  to  acquire  and  dissemi- 
nate numismatic  knowledge;  to  assist  and  enoourage  new  collectors; 
and  to  form  and  maintain  a cabinet  and  library  of  numismatio 
specimens  and  literature  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  members. 

Article  III.  Any  person  of  good  character  who  is  trustworthy 
and  accepted  by  members  of  the  association  in  accordance  with 
the  By-Laws,  may  beoome  an  active  member  of  this  association 
upon  payment  into  the  treasury  of  annual  dues  as  provided  by  the 
By-Laws,  together  with  any  initiation  fee  which  may  be  current. 

Article  IV.  Seotion  I.  There  shall  be  five  classifications  of 
membership  in  this  association.  They  shall  be  known  as  Regular; 
Junior;  Non-Resident;  Associate  Non-Resident  and  Honorary. 

Section  II.  Regular  membership  shall  consist  of  members 
of  twenty-one  years  or  more  who  shall  have  full  privileges 
and  responsibilities  of  the  association. 

Section  III.  Junior  membership  shall  consist  of  members 
of  seventeen  to  twenty  years  of  age,  inclusively,  who  shall 
have  all  the  privileges  and  responsibilities  of  the  association 
with  the  exception  of  voting  and  holding  elective  offioe. 

The  President  of  the  Rochester  Juior  Numismatio  Association 
during  his  term  of  office  shall  be  deemed  an  Honorary  Junior 
Member  of  the  Rochester  Numismatio  Association  and  for  this 
membership  the  age  stipulation  shall  be  waved. 

Section  IV.  Non-Resident  membership  shall  oonsist  of 
members  of  twenty-one  years  of  age  or  more  who  are  outside 
commuting  distance  to  our  meetings  and  who  shall  have  full  pri- 
vileges and  responsibilities  of  the  association  except  the 
right  to  vote,  hold  offioe,  or  reoeive  the  annual  medal. 

Section  V.  Associate  Non-Resident  membership  shall  oonsist 
of  members  of  twenty-one  years  of  age  or  more  who  are  outside 
cormuting  distance  to  our  meetings  and  who  shall  have  full 
privileges  and  responsibilities  of  the  association  except  the 
right  to  vote,  or  hold  office. 


Section  VI.  Honorary  members  shall  be  selected  from  those 
who  have  been  members  for  at  least  ten  years  and  who  have  made 
some  notable  contribution  to  the  science  of  numismatics.  Honorary 
members  shall  be  elected  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  a quorum  meeting 
of  this  association.  Honorary  members  shall  be  entitled  to  all 
privileges  of  the  association,  but  shall  not  be  amenable  to  dues 
or  special  assessments. 

Article  V.  The  offioers  of  this  association  shall  oonsist  of  the 
president,  vice-president,  eeoretary,  treasurer,  ourator  and  lib- 
rarian, who  shall  be  elected  at  the  first  meeting  in  June  of  eaoh 
year,  by  written  ballot  and  who  shall  take  offioe  at  the  meeting 
next  following  their  eleotion. 

Artiole  VI.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  to  preside  at 
all  meetings  of  the  association,  to  preserve  order,  to  appoint 
all  oommittees,  and  to  assume  suoh  further  duties  as  usually 
appertain  to  the  presiding  offioers  of  assemblies,  unless  other- 
wise herein  provided,  all  business  shall  be  conducted  in  accor- 
dance with  Robert's  Rules  of  Order. 

Artiole  VII.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  vloe-preeident  to 
preside  in  the  absence  of  the  president,  and  during  such  absence, 
to  perform  the  duties  of  that  offioer. 

Article  VIII.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  to  keep 
the  minutes  of  the  meetings  of  this  association,  to  register 
the  names  of  the  members,  issue  all  notioes  required,  and  to  do 
suoh  correspondence  as  may  be  ordered. 

Artiole  IX.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to  have 
oustody  of  all  funds  of  the  association  and  to  keep  aooount  of 
all  monies  reoeived  and  expended  and  to  report  as  to  the  con- 
dition of  the  treasury  as  often  as  shall  be  required  of  him 
by  the  association. 

Artiole  X.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  curator  to  have  sole 
oustody  and  keep  an  accurate  aooount  of  the  association's 
numismatic  collection  and  its  physical  possessions  other  than 
the  library,  and  to  arrange  and  care  for  its  displays.  He  shall 
report  as  to  the  condition  of  the  collection  annualy  or  as  often 
as  shall  be  required  of  him  by  the  association. 

Article  XI I It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  librarian  to  have 
custody  and  keep  an  aoourate  account  of  the  association^ 
library,  and  to  report  as  to  the  condition  of  the  library 
annually  or  as  often  as  shall  be  required  of  him  by  the 
association.

Artiole  %1I,  Eaoh  of  the  elected  officers  of  this  association 
shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  one  year.  If  any  member  shall 
take  office  at  any  time  during  the  fiscal  year  to  fill  the 
unexpired  term  of  any  offioer,  this  offioe  shall  be  held  until 
the  end  of  that  fiscal  year,  in  oase  of  a vacancy  occur ing  during 
the  fiscal  year  in  any  -offioe  other  than  the  presidency  or 
vice-presidency,  such  an  office  shall  be  filled  for  the  balance 
of  that  fiscal  year  by  a special  election. 


Article  XIII.  No  alteration  of  this  constitution,  either  by 
addition  or  amendment,  shall  be  made  without  at  least  two 
previous  written  notices  of  the  meeting  when  the  proposed 
resolution  for  change  shall  be  acted  upon.  Such  proposed 
resolutions  shall  be  presented  and  read  at  a regular  or 
special  meeting  and  shall  be  acted  upon  at  the  seoond  meeting 
following.  Aotion  on  this  resolution  shall  be  taken  only  at 
the  meeting  designated  in  the  written  notices  and  said  resol* 
ution  may  be  adopted  by  a two-thirds  affirmative  vote  of  a 
quorum  of  the  regular  membership  of  the  association. 

Article  XIV.  A quorum  shall  consist  of  at  least  fifteen  members 
or  twenty-five  per  oent  of  the  voting  membership  in  good  standing, 
whichever  is  the  smaller  number. 


BY-LAVS 


Artiole  1.  Seotion  I.  The  regular  meetings  of  this  association 
stall  be  held  on  the  first  and  third  Tuesday  of  every  month 
except  during  July  and  August,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Seotion  II.  Speoial  meetings  of  the  association  shall  be 
ordered  by  the  president  upon  written  request  of  five  or  more 
members  or  by  a majority  vote  of  the  regular  membership  of  the 
association  in  regular  meeting. 

Artiole  II.  All  regular  members  shall  pay  dues  of  $4.00  per 
fisoal  year  in  advance.

resolution  for  expulsion.  Before  suoh  vote  is  taken  the  member 
under  vote  shall  be  heard  in  his  own  defense.  In  event  of  suoh 
member  not  being  present  when  oited  to  appear  and  not  giving 
satisfactory  reason,  he  may  be  expelled  by  a two-thirds  vote 
of  a quorum  meeting. 

Artiole  IV.  Election  to  membership  shall  be  by  the  affirmative 
vote  of  90$  of  the  members  present  and  voting,  at  a closed 
meeting.  Eleotion  of  members  shall  be  by  written  ballot.  Every 
applicant  for  regular  and  junior  membership  must  have  attended 
three  meetings. 


Article  V.  The.  fisoal  year  of  this  organization  shall  he  from 
the  last  meeting  in  June  until  the  last  regular  meeting  in  June 
of  the  subsequent  year. 

Article  VI.  Section  I.  All  committees  ordered  by  vote  of  this 
association  shall  be  appointed  by  the  president;  all  members 
appointed  on  said  committee  must  act  unless  excused  by  a vote  of 
the  association 

Section  II.  The  president  shall  appoint  a membership 
committee  consisting  of  five  members.  All  applicants  for 
membership  in  the  association  shall  be  read  in  open  meeting  and 
then  referred  to  the  member siiip  oommittee  who  shall  investigate 
each  prospective  member  and  shall  bring  before  the  association 
within  two  meetings  any  applications  presented  to  them,  together 
with  their  respective  report.  The  applicant  shall  be  notified  in 
writing  of  the  result  of  the  ballot.  The  membership  committee 
shall  be  responsible  for  the  instruction  of  applicants  in  the 
polioies  of  the  association  and  shall  supply  them  with  a copy 
of  the  constitution  and  by-laws  and  furnish  them  with  information 
on  the  advantages  offered  by  the  association. 

Seotion  III.  The  president  shall  upon  his  election  appoint 
a chairman  of  the  Nominating  Oommittee  for  that  fiscal  year.  On 
the  first  regular  meeting  in  April  he  shall  appoint  two  additional 
members  to  this  committee.  Nominations  for  officers  shall  be  opened 
the  first  regular  meeting  in  May  and  remain  open  until  election 
begins.  A slate  for  each  office  shall  be  presented  by  the  Nominat- 
ing Committee  at  the  May  meeting  mentioned  above.  Other  nominations 
may  be  made  from  the  floor.

These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  by  a majority  vote, 
written  notice  of  intention  for  such  alteration  or  amendment  having 
been  given  one  meeting  previous,  at  which  meeting  such  alteration  or 
amendment  shall  be  read. 

Article  VIII.  All  funds  of  the  Association  shall  be  kept  by  the 
treasurer  in  a bank  account  whioh  shall  be  so  arranged  that  the 
counter  signature  of  president  or  vice-president  is  necessary  in 
addition  to  the  regular  signature  of.  the  treasurer,  for  the 
withdrawal  of  funds.

&X&2&2&  I»  This  Association  shall  he  known  as  the  Rochester 
Numismatic  Association,  branch  of  the  American  Numismatic  Associa- 
tion, and  Numismatic  Seotion  of  the  Rochester  Museum  of  Arts  and 
Scienoes. 

Altl.0.\3,.,U * The  object  of  this  association  shall  he  to  foster 
the  pursuit  of  numismatios  as  a science;  to  cultivate  fraternal 
relations  among  oolleotors  and  students;  to  aoquire  and  dissemin- 
ate rrumismatio  knowledge;  to  assist  and  enoourage  new  collectors; 
and  to  form  and  maintain  a oabinet  and  library  of  numismatio  speci- 
mens and  literature  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  members, 

III,*  Any  person  of  good  character  who  is  trustworthy 
and  aooepted  by  members  of  the  association  in  accordance  with 
the  By-Laws,  may  become  an  active  member  of  this  association 
upon  payment  into  the  treasury  of  annual  dues  as  provided  by  the 
By-Laws,  together  with  any  initiation  fee  whioh  may  be  currant. 

Article  gpctlaq  I«  There  shall  be  three  classifications 
of  membership  in  this  association.  They  shall  be  known  as 
Regular  and  Junior  memberships,  which  shall  be  active;  and 
honorary  membership. 

Section  II o Regular  membership  shall  consist  of  members 
of  twenty— one  years  or  more  who  shall  have  full  privileges 
and  responsibilities  of  the  association.

Sfi-Otifl?  IV,  Honorary  membership  shall  consist  of  those 
members  selected  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  a quorum  meeting  of 
this  association.  Honorary  members  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
privileges  of  the  association,  with  the  exception  of  voting, 
but  shall  not  be  amenable  to  initiation  fees,  dues,  or  special 
assessments. 

Art 3-9 Ip.  X»  The  offioexs  of  this  association  shall  consist  of 
the  president,  vice-president,  secretary,  treasurer,  ourator, 
and  librarian,  who  shall  be  elected  at  the  first  meeting  in 
June  of  each  year,  in  such  manner  as  is  provided  by  the  By-Laws, 
and  who  shall  take  office  at  the  meeting  next  following  their 
election. 


Article  VI*  It  shall  he  the  duty  of  the  president  to  preside 
at  all  meetings  of  the  association,  to  preserve  order,  to  ap- 
point  all  committees,  and  to  assume  such  further  duties  as

Article  VII.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  vice-president  to

Such  proposed  resolutoins  shall  be 
presented  and  read  at  a regular  or  special  meeting  and  shall  be 
acted  upon  at  the  seoond  meeting  following.  Action  on  this  resolu- 
tion shall  be  taken  only  at  the  meeting  designated  in  the  written 
notioes  and  said  resolution  may  be  adopted  by  a two-thirds  affir- 
mative vote  of  a quorum  of  the  regular  membership  of  the  association. 

Artiole  XIV*  A quorum  shall  oonsist  of  at  least  ten  members  or

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Article  I.  Section  I*  The  regular  meetings  of  this  associa- 
tion shall  be  held  on  the  first  and  third  Tuesday  of  every 
month  exoept  during  July  and  August,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Section  II « Speoial  meetings  of  the  association  shall 
be  ordered  by  the  president  upon  the  written  request  of  five 
or  more  members  or  by  a majority  vote  of  the  regular  membership 
of  the  association  in  regualar  meeting* 

Artiole  II.  All  regular  members  shall  pay  the  sum  of  $3.50  per 
flsoal  year  in  advance,  which  sum  shall  include  the  ourrent 
annual  President's  medal,  suoh  policy  to  begin  with  the  fisoal 
year  1941-1942,  unless  the  member  joins  the  association  on 
January  first  or  later  in  the  current  fisoal  year,  When  one  dollar 
shall  be  full  payment  for  that  fiscal  year,  but  shall  not  include 
the  annual  presidential  medal*  All  junior  members  shall  pay  the 
sum  of  one  dollar  per  fisoal  year  in  advance*  Any  member  who

Artiole  III*  Any  member  who  shall  refuse  to  oonform  to  the

Seotion  1*  All  committees  ordered  by  vote  of  this 
association  shall  be  appointed  by  the  president;  all  members 
appointed  on  said  committees  must  act  unless  excused  by  a vote 
of  the  association* 


Section  II » The  president  Bhall  appoint  a membership 
oommittee  consisting  of  five  members*  All  applications  for 
membership  to  the  association  shall  be  read  in  open  meeting 
and  then  referred  to  the  membership  committee  who  shall  in- 
vestigate each  prospective  member  and  ehall  bring  before  the 
association  within  two  meetings  any  applications  presented  to 
them,  together  With  their  respective  report.  All  applications 
for  membership  shall  be  acknowledged  and  all  applicants  advised 
as  to  the  action  taken  on  their  request  for  membership.  The 
membership  conmittee  shall  be  responsible  for  the  instruction 
of  new  members  in  the  polieies  of  the  association  and  shall 
supply  them  with  a oopy  of  the  constitution  and  furnish  them 
with  information  on  the  advantages  offered  by  the  association* 

The  membership  oommittee  shall  >e  responsible  for  contacting 
ill  or  unfortunate  members. 

Section  III*  The  president  shall  upon  his  eleotion 
appoint  a chairman  of  the  Nominating  Oommittee  for  that  fiscal 
year*  On  the  first  regular  meeting  in  April  he  shall  appoint 
two  additional  members  to  this  committee.  Nominations  for 
officers  shall  be  opened  the  first  regular  meeting  in  May  and 
remain  open  until  election  begins.  A slate  for  each  office  shall 
be  presented  by  the  Nominating  Committee  at  the  May  meeting  mention- 
ed above.  Other  nominations  may  be  made  from  the  floor. 

Section  IV«  The  president  shall  appoint  an  auditing 
Committee,  consisting  of  three  members,  at  the  first  meeting 
in  May-.  This  oommittee  shall  audit  the  books  of  the  treasurer 
and  the  Association's  physical  possessions  in  the  custody  of 
the  Curator,  and  the  librarian.  They  shall  report  at  the  last 
meeting  in  June  of  that  same  fiscal  year.

Article  IV.  Section  I.  describes  the  new  additional  types  of 
membership. 

Article  IV.  Section  IV  and  V.  describe  the  new  types  of  membership 
and  their  part  in  the  association. 

Article  IV.  Seotion  VI.  describes  Honorary  Membership  and  restores 
tht$r  right  to  vote  in  the  affairs  of  the  association. 

Article  IX.  clarifies  the  office  of  Treasurer. 

Article  XIV.  changes  the  requirements  for  a meeting  quorum. 

By-Laws 

Article  II.  increases  the  dues  of  Regular  Members  to  $4.00  and 
eliminates  new  members  being  admltud  to  membership  after  January 
1st  of  any  year  for  $1.00  without  the  presidential  medal. 

Article  IV.  increases  the  number  of  votes  required  for  admission 
to  membership  in  the  association  to  90$.  It  also  requires  all 
applicants  for  Regular  Membership  attend  three  meetings  before 
making  application  for  membership.  This  also  is  required  of 
Junior  Members. 

Article  VI.  Section  II.  requires  the  secretary  to  notify  the 
successful  applicants  for  membership  in  writing. 

There  were  also  changes  in  the  Constitution  - Article  IV. 

Section  III.;  Article  V.;  Article  VI. 

The  above  notes  will  be  attached  to  the  copies  of  all  those 
that  were  members  as  of  March  6,  1956  but  on  future  memberb 
COPIES  it  will  be  omitted.

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CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 


Article  I.  This  Association  shall  he  known  as  the  Rochester 
Numismatic  Association,  branch  of  the  Amerioan  Numismatic  Asso- 
ciation, and  Numismatic  Seotion  of  the  Rochester  Museum  of  AdMb s 
and  Sciences. 

Article  II.  The  object  of  this  association  shall  be  to  foster 
the  pursuit  of  numismatics  as  a sclenae;-  to  cultivate  fraternal 
relations  among  collectors  and  students;  to  aoquire  and  dissemi- 
nate numismatic  knowledge;  to  assist  and  enoourage  new  collectors; 
and  to  form  and  maintain  a cabinet  and  libtary  of  numismatic 
specimens  and  literature  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  members. 

Article  III.  Any  person  of  good  character  who  is  trustworthy 
and  accepted  by  members  of  the  association  in  accordance  with 
the  By-Laws,  may  become  an  active  member  of  this  association 
upon  payment  into  the  treasury  of  annual  dues  as  provided  by  the 
By-Laws,  together  with  any  initiation  fee  which  may  be  currant. 

Article  IV.  Seotion  I.  There  shall  be  five  classifications  of 
membership  in  this  association.  They  shall  be  known  as  Regular; 
Junior;  Non-Resident;  Associate  Non-Resident  and  Honorary. 

Seotion  II.  Regular  membership  shall  consist  of  members 
of  twenty-one  years  or  more  who  shall  have  full  privileges 
and  responsibilities  of  the  association. 

Section  III.  Junior  membership  shall  consist  of  members 
of  seventeen  to  twenty  years  of  age,  inclusively,  who  shall 
have  all  the  privileges  and  responsibilities  of  the  association 
with  the  exception  of  voting  and  holding  elective  office. 

The  President  of  the  Rochester  Junior  Numismatic  Association 
during  his  term  of  office  shall  be  deemed  an  Honorary  Junior 
Member  of  the  Rochester  Numismatic  Association  and  for  this 
membership  the  age  stipulation  shall  be  waved. 

Section  IV.  Non-Resident  membership  shall  consist  of 
members  of  twenty-one  years  of  age  or  more  who  are  outside 
commuting  distance  to  our  meetings  and  who  shall  have  full  pri- 
vileges and  responsibilities  of  the  association  except  the 
right  to  vote,  hold  office,  or  receive  the  annual  medal. 

Seotion  V.  Associate  Non-Resident  membership  shall  consist 
of  members  of  twenty-one  years  of  age  or  more  who  are  outside 
commuting  distance  to  our  meetings  and  who  shall  have  full 
privileges  and  responsibilities  of  the  association  except  the 
right  to  vote,  or  hold  office. 


Section  VI. 


Seotion  VI.  Honorary  members  shall  be  selected  from  those 
who  have  been  members  for  at  least  ten  years  and  who  have  made 
some  notable  contribution  to  the  science  of  numismatics.  Honorary 
members  shall  be  elected  by  the  ■unanimous  vote  of  a quorum  meeting 
of  this  association.  Honorary  members  shall  be  entitled  to  all 
privileges  of  the  association,  but  shall  not  be  amenable  to  dues 
or  special  assessments. 

Article  V.  The  officers  of  this  association  shall  consist  of  the 
president,  vice-president,  secretary,  treasurer,  curator  and  lib- 
rarian, who  shall  be  elected  at  the  first  meeting  in  June  of  each 
year,  by  written  ballot  and  who  shall  take  office  at  the  meeting 
next  following  their  election. 

Article  VI.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  to  preside  at 
all  meetings  of  the  association,  to  preserve  order,  to  appoint 
all  committees,  and  to  assume  such  further  duties  as  usually 
appertain  to  the  presiding  officers  of  assemblies,  unless  other- 
wise herein  provided,  all  business  shall  be  conducted  in  accor- 
dance with  Roberts  Rules  of  Order.

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to  have 
custody  of  all  funds  of  the  association  and  to  keep  account  of 
all  monies  received  and  expended  and  to  report  as  to  the  con- 
dition of  the  treasury  as  often  as  shall  be  required  of  him 
by  the  association. 

Article  X.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  curator  to  have  sole 
custody  and  keep  an  accurate  account  of  the  association's 
numismatic  collection  and  its  physical  possessions  other  than 
the  library,  and  to  arrange  and  care  for  its  displays.  He  shall 
report  as  to  the  condition  of  the  collection  annually  or  as  often 
as  shall  be  required  of  him  by  the  association. 

Article  XI.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  librarian  to  have 
custody  and  keep  an  accurate  account  of  the  association's 
library,  and  to  report  as  to  the  condition  of  the  library 
annually  or  as  often  as  shall  be  required  of  him  by  the 
association. 

Article  XII.  Each  of  the  elected  officers  of  this  association 
shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  one  year.  If  any  member  shall 
take  office  at  any  time  during  the  fiscal  year  to  fill  the 
unexpired  term  of  any  officer,  this  office  shall  be  held  until 
the  end  of  that  fiscal  year.  In  case  of  a vancy  occuring  during 
the  fiscal  year  in  any  office  other  than  the  presidency  or 
vice-presidency,  such  an  office  shall  be  filled  for  the  balance 
of  that  fiscal  year  by  a special  election. 


Article  XIII.  No  alteration  of  this  constitution,  either  by 
addition  or  amendment,  shall  be  made  without  at  least  two 
previous  written  notices  of  the  meeting  when  the  proposed 
resolution  for  change  shall  be  acted  upon.  Such  proposed 
resolutions  shall  be  presented  and  read  at  a regular  or 
special  meeting  and  shall  be  acted  upon  at  the  second  meeting 
following.  Action  on  this  resolution  shall  be  taken  only  at 
the  meeting  designated  in  the  written  notices  and  said  resol- 
ution may  be  adopted  by  a two-thirds  affirmative  vote  of  a 
quorum  of  the  regular  membership  of  the  association. 

Article  XIV.  A quorum  shall  consist  of  at  least  fifteen  members 
or  twenty-five  per  oent  of  the  voting  membership  in  good  standing, 
whichever  is  the  smaller  number.

In  event  of  such 
member  not  being  present  when  cited  to  appear  and  not  giving 
satisfactory  reason,  he  may  be  expelled  by  a two- thirds  vote 
of  the  quorum  meeting.

All  applications  for 
membership  in  the  association  shall  be  read  in  open  meeting  and 
then  referred  to  the  membership  committee  who  shall  investigate 
each  prospective  member  and  shall  bring  before  the  association 
within  two  meetings  any  applications  presented  to  them,  together 
with  their  respective  report.

The  membership  committee 
shall  be  responsible  for  the  instruction  of  applicants  in  the 
policies  of  the  association  and  shall  supply  them  with  a copy 
of  the  constitution  and  by-laws  and  furnish  them  with  information 
on  the  advantages  offered  by  the  association.

Article  VII,  These  By-taWs  may  be  amended  by  a majority  vote, 
written  notice  of  intention  for  such  alteration  ox  amendment  having 
been  given  one  meeting  previous,  at  which  meeting  such  alteration  or 
amendment  shall  be  read, 

Artiole  VIII.  All  funds  of  the  Association  shall  be  kept  by  the 
treasurer  in  a bank  account  which  shall  be  so  arranged  that  the 
counter  signature  of  president  or  vioe-president  is  necessary  in 
addition  to  the  regular  signature  of  the  treasurer,  for  the 
withdrawal  of  funds.
